3,881-ton British freighter, Britkon, 
ran aground in wintry seas off the

and ten members landed on Furon 
Island, a mile off the coastal town 
of Oscarshamn. The vessel had a 
crew of 38.

WASHINGTON — (7) — Presi-'the appointment as one of the Commission, 


most difficult and important he has 
had to handle since he went to the 
White House. 

Lilienthal, who is leaving Dec. 
31, made ready meanwhile to give 
an informal farewell report on the 
work of the Atomic Commission 
he has headed since it was created 
in 1946. 

He will hold a news conference 
this morning. The reason cited by 
the AEC is to outline the agency’s 
progress on development of a key 
atomic program—one which some 
Congress members contend has 
been “overslow’”’ in getting under- 
way. The program deals with using 
atomic energy for propelling ships 
and aircraft, and—eventually—for 
peacetime industrial uses. 

But the session with newsmen 
is practically certain to take 
T.ilienthal over a much broader 
field. They want to ask him, for 
example, about: 

1. What he plans to do when he

NEW YORK—(AP)—Steve Van Buren twisted through a strong Pittsburgh defense 
yesterday to lead the Philadelphia Eagles to a 34-17 victory and a third straight Na- 
tional Football League Eastern Division title. 


The former Louisiana State 
halfback also raced into the NFL 
rushing leadership as the Eagles 
won their ninth game in 10 starts. 

Over in the All-America Con- 
ference, George Ratterman pitched 
three touchdown passes In Buf- 
falo’s 38-14 victory at Baltimore. 

It was the slim quarterback's 
final regular - season appearance 
in the younger league. He was 
signed to play next year for the 
New York Bulldogs, of the Nation- 
al League. 

The San Francisco 49ers 
trounced the New York Yankees, 
35-14. in a battle for second place 
in the All-America Conference. 

The day's biggest crowd, 44,828, 
saw the 49ers come from behind 


with a three-touchdown splurge in 


the third period. 

Bob Waterfield fired five scor- 
ing passes as the Los Angeles 
Rams moved closer to the Western 
Division NFL title. The Rams 
whipped the New York Bulldogs, 
42-20. 

Scatback Gene (Choo - Choo) 
Roberts neared a Van_ Buren 
scoring record as the New York 
Giants dropped Washington, 23-7, 
in a contest between also-rans. 

The stocky speedster scored two 
just one behind the 
NFL record of 18. Roberts has two

| The Sugar Bow! extended an in- 


vitation to LSU after being ad- 
vised by Pres. Harold Stoke and 
‘Athletic Director T. P. (Red) 
Heard, of LSU, that a majority 
vote of the Conference gave ap- 


proval. 
Nine colleges in the SEC, two 
more than a required majority, 


agreed to let LSU play. 

The first official word that the 
poll of SEC members had been 
made came from Heard. 

' The Sugar Bowl would not com- 
ment on the poll. 


LSU’s athletic director did not 
give anv breakdown on the vote. 

But Heard said, “LSU would not 
and could not accept an invitation 
to the Sugar Bow! except with the 
approval of the Southeastern Con. 
ference. 

“The regulations of the South- 
eastern Conference were designed 
to insure that the team most eligi 
‘ble for bowl ‘competition should 
have the opportunity to partici. 
pate.” 

Heard said that a curious com- 
bination of circumstances made 
LSU the logical but ineligible 
team. 

“A majority of conference has 
indicated its desire to fulfill the 
spirit of the regulation by waiving 
the mathematical requirements of 
permitting LSU to accept the invi- 
tation of the Sugar Bowl,” Heard 
Said. 

Oklahoma went through the sea- 
son undefeated and untied, rank- 
ing number three among the na- 
tion’s gridiron powers and the 
country’s top team in rushing. 

LSU got off to a slow start, 
dropping their opener to Orange 
Bowl-bound Kentucky, 19-0: and 
later a 7-0 decision to Georgia. 
However, they whipped Rice, 
Southwest Conference champions, 
14-7; and North Carolina, South- 
ern Conference champions, 13-7. 
Rice and North Carolina. are 
matched for the Cotton Bowl. And 
with the victory over Tulane, the 
Tigers have victories over three 
Conference champions. 

Improving tremendously as the 
season progressed the Bayou Ben- 

ls of LSU were sharpened to 
razor-edge by Coach Gaynell Tins- 
ley for the traditional clash with 
Tulane. Tulane mauled them last 
year, 46-0. 

The appearance of Oklahoma 
and LSU is expected to bring each 
team around $122,000, the biggest 
cash prize in bowl history. The 
game will be played the day aft- 
er New Year’s which falls on Sun- 
day.

Now is a good time to call attention to 
a few things. 

One is the men going into office are 
not beholden to any pressure group. In- 
deed, what pressure groups there were op- 
posed them. They were elected on a basis 
of confidence. This is especially true of 
Mayor William B. Hartsfield, who has 
made a good mayor. Even his enemies 
admit that much. The man loves the city. 


He fights for it. Now and then this leads

Maybe 
they won't be now. But somewhere a few 
charges have got to be upped.

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more to run government, as it costs more 
to run a business, pay wages and buy food. 

So keep it in mind. 

We hope and trust there will not be 
any row between some of the legislative 
delegation and the city. In the last regu- 
lar session half the delegation, being old 
political foes of the Mayor, tried to do 
things to the city to get even with him. 
That didn’t make sense. People in the 
city also vote for Legislators and presum- 
ably, since they got elected, a lot of At- 
lanta citizens voted for them. So we urge 
the Fulton delegation to remember that 
Atlanta is a part of their lives, too. 

We haven’t any idea what the commis- 
sion, established by the iegislative delega- 
tion to work out a plan for a greater At- 
lanta, is going to reeommend—an annexa- 
tion plan or a consolidation. We keep 
thinking about the fact Fulton County is 
the fifth largest farming county in the 
State and is 75 miles long with a lot of 
incorporated cities—not just Atlanta. We 
hope the recommendation is a sound one. 

But, whatever it is, let us try and not 
make of it something to bring about an 
anti-Atlanta fight by the Legislators from 
this county who were so anti-Atlanta be- 
fore. 

We believe the Legislators want to do 
a good job. May we again remind them 
that it will be best for all if they work 
out some way to express their feeling 
about the Mayor and not take it out on 
the city itself. 

The county, too, has some problems to 
work out. 

We are all in the same boat and it will 
help if we pull for the shore together.

France Takes a Historic Step 


France’s National Assembly has taken 
a historic step which should move the 
world toward peace, even though the ini- 
tial reaction may be one of hostility and 
saber-rattling by the Russians. 


France has voted for the formation of 
political and economic federation of all 
Western European nations, including 
Western Germany. This indorses the rec- 
ommendations of the 12-nation European 
consultative committee which met last 
Summer and emerged with this recom- 
mendation of a “United States of Europe.” 


France alone had offered strong oppo- 
sition. This was because of the traditional 
French opposition to including Western 
Germany. The French, with reason, have

come to fear anything German. The 
French Communists also had opposed it 
bitterly. 

This vote is important from that aspect, 
too. It reveals a lessening of Communist 
strength, even though the French govern- 
ment has been undergoing one of its too- 
frequent shaky periods. 

This will do more to assure a come- 
back by Europe and a reduction of the 
load on the backs of the American tax- 
payers than anything that has happened 
since the war’s end. 

It will require patience and continued 
help until the organization can be estab- 
lished and set going. But it is a great 
step forward and one which gives us all 
hope. 


What Is Jimmy Byrnes Up to Now’? 


WASHINGTON—tThe latest attack of former Secretary of State James F. Byrnes on the Fair Deal 
program of the Truman Administration has left a number of his old cronies in Washington wonder- 


ing what he is up to. , 

For a man of Mr. Byrnes’ background of 
party regularity, it somehow doesn’t sound like 
him to be going out kicking over the traces, 
hammer and tongs, in disagreement with a pro- 
gram with which he was formerly closely identi- 
fied. His conduct may seem all the more strange 
in view of the fact that at one time he held the 
No. 1 Cabinet post under the Truman Admuinis- 
tration. 

Back in the early days of the previous Roose- 
velt Administration, Mr. Byrnes, then a United 
States Senator from South Carolina, was a pillar 
of strength in helping put through much of the 
original New Deal legislation. The Roosevelt 
New Deal program was the forerunner of the 
present Truman Fair Deal program. Both were 
based on the same political philosophy—an ex- 
pansion of governmental welfare measures. 

There is no lingering thought in Washington 
of Mr. Byrnes setting himself up as a critic of the 
New Deal. On the contrary, he acquired a repu- 
tation in the Senate as the great compromiser. 
To him fell the lot of composing the differences 
between conservatives and liberals within the 
party in Congress over the controversial New 
Deal legislation of that day. 

It was largely because of the good work he 
did in this direction that President Roosevelt 
elevated him to one of the early vacancies on 
the Supreme Court. The appointment was looked 
upon at the time as a reward for faithful party 
service in the Senate, since the South Carolina 
man had no distinguishing marks as a lawyer or 
jurist otherwise. 

The same reasons which guided Mr. Roose- 
velt in making the Supreme Court appointment 
also were present when he persuaded Mr. Byrnes 
to step down from the high tribunal and accept 


‘the post of War Mobilization Director during the 


President Truman was undoubtedly guided 
by the same influences when he picked the South 
Carolinian for the top ranking position in his 
cabinet. Hence it is that Mr. Byrnes appears 
in new role when he comes forward as a leading 
critic of the Administration—a critic, it might be 
said, of the basic principles which he helped put 
into effect. : 

For some reason the relations between the 
President and Mr. Byrnes are not what they 
once were. Byrnes was not a contributor to the 
Truman campaign last year, although he is re- 
puted to be much in the money now that he has 
returned to private law practice. He not only 
did not contribute but he made certain remarks 
during the campaign which were derogatory to 
Mr. Truman’s chances. 

One source of the trouble may be in the way 
Byrnes ran the State Department while he was 
in the cabinet. Some of the President’s friends 
say he sought to “play down” Mr. Truman with 
the idea that he was ‘a bigger man than the 
President. He is accused of making at least one 
important foreign affairs report “‘to the people,” 
through the medium of a radio address, before 
reporting to his chief in the White House. : 


No full explanation has ever come of why 
Mr. Byrnes left the important State Department 
post after serving no longer than he did. Presi- 
dent Truman is known to have been grooming 
Gen. George Marshall as his successor for some 
time before the appointment actually came. 

As to what Mr. Byrnes may be about, the 
most common opinion advanced in Washington 
is that he is preparing to run for Governor of 
South Carolina next year, with perhaps the idea 
of using that as a stepping stone for a bid for

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find Some Ideas 


A night or so ago I went down to Hogans- 
ville and had a visit with Rigg Ware. It was 
his seventy-ninth birthday. He is a fine man 
with a big heart and great integrity and a host of friends who know 
it. His people have been in that region for a long, long time. They 
have been great Baptists, and great fox hunters, too, although one 
does not ordinarily think of them in combination. 


At his house I held in my hands a fox horn which was blown 
when his grandfather went off to the Revolutionary War. It was 
hung on the wall not to be blown until he got back. He made it 
back, and the horn was ceremonially and joyously blown. It was 


used on many a fox chase later. 

: I saw his youngest son, Crawford, in Europe dur- 
Soldier Son ing the war. He is a young veteran who has come 
back to his home town and who is giving it everything. he has to 
make it a better town. He was a good soldier. Now he is a good 
citizen. That’s the combination we need. During the early part of 
the war, when he was landed in England, he found in an old shop 
four small silver fox heads arranged so they could be used for 
place cards at the dinner table. His daddy was prouder of those 
than if his son had sent home four of the crown jewels out of 
the vaults in the Tower of London. 

Rigg Ware has a pack of 20 hounds, all Walkers. The Wares 
down there in Heard County always ran to Walker hounds. At 
70 he is still as tall and straight as ever. He looks about 65. His 
habits have been as clean as the wind, which helps explain why 
he can outwalk and outhunt younger men, and still give a full 
day to business. 


He said one thing, as we talked about “the times”,

“I have learned this,” he said, “age means change.” 


It does. In a way it is strange how afraid we are of change 
since we live with it every minute and every day. Change is a 
part of our own lives, our physical being. 

Change is all about us. A young man of 21, if he left his old 
home place at 15, is always startled at the change which has taken 
place in the few years of absence. Men who went away to war 
and came back after absences of three and four years, were 
startled at the change in the appearance of things and the age 
which had become more apparent in their parents. 


Change is a part of age. 


History It is interesting, too, to look at history and see that 
7 every single piece of change has been resisted. Change 
is a part of our own bodies and of the physical world about us— 
yet we fear change. It is instinctive, going back to some deep, 
hidden psychological wells. But, it is there. Instinctively we want 
to let things stay as they are—yet at no time have they ever 
remained so. 


It is for that reason that history comforts us. But, of course, 
it can also dismay. One reads the old pages and scans the writ- 
ings of modern scholars seeking to find why great kingdoms rose 
and fell; why many genuinely developed civilizations crumpled. 
Almost everyone has an explanation ... from failure to eat whole 
wheat bread to having a Roosevelt in some form. 


Soil The soundest explanation has to do with the soil. Wars 
changed Rome from a country of independent landowners 

to one of large absentee owners with slave and serf labor. The 
cities became crowded with a rabble for which there were no 
jobs. There are similar comparisons for others of the great 
civilizations. But, it seems to me it was a deeper failure of the 
land—a waste of it by the ignorance and carelessness of those on it. 

The chief feature of our own life which cencerns me most 
today is that men, women and children are being forced off the 
land faster than industry is supplying jobs for them—plus the 
fact that almost none of them are skilled and a large percentage 
of them really are unable to read or write. They are crowding 
our cities. We are providing more and more jobs—which Rome 
didn’t do. But the danger is there. 

At any rate—change is a part of age. 

In other words, the years bring changes. 

Fortunate is the man who knows that and ‘ho can bend to 
meet the changes that come.

Explains Her Book 


Editor. Constitution: May I, as the author of 
“Killers of the Dream,” tell your readers why I 
wrote this book and what it is about? 

I wrote it because I am deeply concerned with 
children’s moral and psychological growth. Il 
have directed Laurel Falls Camp for 25 years 
and in my work with children I began long ago 
to question certain habits and customs of our 
people which destroy the moral and creative 
strength of the young. 

One day a camper, a member of one of the 
South’s prominent families, came to me _ pro: 
foundly troubled. “Why,” she asked, “do our 
parents give us ideals that we can practice only 
by breaking laws? Why does the church talk of 
brotherhood and insist on segregation? It’s hard,” 
she said in her distress, “to believe in something 
that you dare not live. It tears you up inside.” 

I never forgot that Southern girl’s questions. 

And so, to try to answer them, I wrote “Kull- 
ers of the Dream.” 1 began the book by writing 
about my own childhood and that of my brothers 
and sisters for I believe that we are “typical” 
Southerners, and I think, too, when one criticizes 
one’s region one should begin with one’s self. 
I told of the lessons of sin and sex and segrega- 
tion that we learned as children, of brotherhood 
and white supremacy. I told how the church 
played its role in making us segregated Chris- 
tians. I told three ghost stories that have been 
used by demagogues to arouse the people’s fears 
and tried, by bringing them out in the open, to 
convince the readers that such ghosts no longer 
exist. I told of Southern women, of what the 
ghosts did to their lives, and how, in spite of 
them, the churchwomen of the South have done 
so much to bring our people back to a Christian 
way of living 

Then I told the story of rural poverty. Since 
[ am not a Marxist, I did not overemphasize the 
role of economics in the system of white suprem- 
acy. I happen to disagree strongly with Com.- 
munism which believes that the body of man is 
more important than his soul and ind. But 
nevertheless I gave 54 pages of the book to the 
South’s rural problems of poverty and ignorance. 

I have been called “brave”; I am not brave, 
I am afraid; terribly afraid that democracy and 
Chyistianity and perhaps the world itself will 
be destroyed if we who believe in love and 
brotherhood and children growing do not begin 
quickly to live our beliefs.

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Sid Millspaugh is a big man. He stands about 
six feet four in his sock feet, and when he gets 
on the high-heeled boots with the pointed toes, 
he towers high even for a Texan.

It is a huge and silent and lonely country, 
and conquering it has not been easy. Sid Mills- 
paugh is well off now, for mutton prices have 
been high, and the prices of wool, and mohair 
from the goats, have been worth working for. 
He has a house in town so his kids can go to 
~ hool, and a good car, and money in the bank. 

But, like his fellow ranchmen, he remembers the 
day when a rancher’s life was rough. He came 
along after the days of the open range, of course, 
when a man had to drift his sheep and herds 
north and south for miles in search of grass and 
water, but-the coming of fences, and the deep 
wells pumped by windmills, did not make life 
soft and easy.

We'd drive out to the 
ranch and see how Cincho, the wet-back Mexican ranch hand, was making out, 
and then we’d drive around over the range in the truck, looking at the cattle and 
the goats, and he’d tell me what he knew about the country. 


and jack rabbits which eat the grass, and on 
the coyotes, the wildcats and the eagles 
which prey on the lambs and kids. 

In one short climb to an ancient cleft in 
the rim rock where the Comanches used to 
lie, watching the wagon trains toiling north 
along the old Chihuahua Trail, we found the 
bones of half a dozen goats, caught by the 
big brown Mexican eagle. Sid figures his 
eagle trouble is about over now, though. 
After years of losing stock to them he has 
hired an airborne eagle hunter to come up 
from down at Del Rio and put them out of 
business. The plane flies along the flanks of 
the rimrock and when the eagle flies they 
overtake him and shoot him down with shot- 
guns. State and county trappers work the 
deep canyons and the draws, setting out traps 
and poison for the wildcats. 


Along with these predators, the country is 
rich in sporting game. Thousands of blacktail 
deer graze in the canyons, and even women 
hunters and nine-year-old children come in 
proudly with a buck during the brief hunting 
season. Migrating ducks break their long jour- 
ney south at the isolated wells where the wind- 
mills keep the big tanks full of water, and in the 
course of a morning a fair shot can get all the 
mallards and pintails he can eat. Doves are so 
thick nobody pays much attention to them. 

It has always been a great grazing land that 
made rich the men who could survive the recur- 
ring years of drouth and now it is even richer. 
The oil development is just getting under way 
here, but already, on a few ranches, sheep are 
grazing right up to the towers where oil wells

Mr. Byrnes Confession of Faith 


NEW YORK—Without repudiating the fateful follies of his late Mahatma, James F. Byrnes, a ser- 
vile accomplice of Roosevelt in those wanton works, nevertheless has seen the evil of his way and has 
broken with President Truman and the Democratic Party. This is a great development in our do- 


mestic politics. Of itself, it can’t stop Truman's 


flippant and cynical progress toward national social- 


ism, according to the British version, and the program of the skulking thing called Americans for 
Democratic Action. But Mr. Byrnes’ defection will be important in the South where he is seriously 
respected and will compensate the apostacy of Tom Dewey in New York, who last Winter tried to 
read out of the Republican Party those who refused to accept the essentials of democratic socialism. 


In the current confusion, there is talk of a 
new alignment of the parties and even of a new 
name for the Republican Party which will permit 
Southerners to forget their old feud and join it 
for a fight against Truman’s creeping Commu- 
nism. Mr. Byrnes and Sens. Byrd and George 
and Congressman Edward Hebert, of New Or- 
leans. are the leaders of this revolt of the South 
against the Marxian program piped into New 
York from Europe and forced upon Truman by 
immigrant continentalists of the union movement 
By Southern standards and by true Republican 
standards, Truman is not a Democrat at all. He 
is in effect a Marxian Socialist. Although it is 
inconceivable to anyone who knows him as well 
as Bernard Baruch, for instance, does, that he 
has any political philosophy at all. When Baruch 
called him a rude, uncouth, ignorant man he was 
not merely insulting a fellow who had written 
him a nasty letter. He was expressing an in- 
telligent opinion based on observation. Mr. Tru- 
man is nat a philosophical Marxian, but he is a 
reckless opportunist and a free-style fighter with 
more spunk than conscience. He has adopted the 
Marxian program only because the Marxians of 
New York and the Americans for Democratic 
Action in the nation are a source of propaganda 
and doorbell action. 


Mr. Byrnes’ timing has been good. Ameri- 
cans still loyal te the Constitution will have 
an opportunity to study the threat of the 
master Government in Washington as it 
steadily absorbs the taxable money of the 
whole country, thus weakening the State 
and local governments and reducing them 
te dependency on the master Government. 
When I allow that his timing has been good 
in his two protests to date against Truman's 
corruption of the American system, I do not 
excuse his prolonged and guilty silence while 
Roosevelt was in power. 


I hesitate to compliment a man who served 
Roosevelt so well in the most destructive works 
of his administration, but Mr. Byrnes’ knack of 
expression is the best that I have read in behalf 
of the pro-American side. 

In his speech to the Conference of Southern 
Governors at Biloxi, Byrnes said, “Too many 
people are thinking of security instead of oppor- 
tunity. They seem more afraid of life than 
death.” I never knew he had such stuff in him, 


nor the jolting observation that “We are threat- 
ened with a concentration in Washington of the 
powers of local government, including police 
powers, and with the imposition of creeping but 
ever-advancing socialistic programs.” 

The absorption by the National Government 
of the income and assets available for taxes he 
described as the “trickleback system” which 
makes the master Government ever stronger in 
proportion to the States and “makes beggars of 
the States.” 

To be sure, all this and more was said long 
since by others who were smeared and ridiculed 
while Jimmy Byrnes gave service to the master 
vandal. And he is neither convincing-nor honest 
when he says Roosevelt's squanderlust was in- 
dulged onl¥ during a time of depression unless 
he means to admit that Roosevelt prolonged that 
depression as an excuse for the dissipation of 
treasure. But it is good that he does consider 
that Roosevelt's death released him from thrall. 
Even though he must fake things to justify his 
connivance in years past, his present leadership 
in the South is the important consideration. 

For the first time. really, there is a slow 
dawn of understanding that the Truman program 
means the bankruptcy and dependency of the 48 
States and the creation of total power in the 
master Government in Washington. Mr. Byrnes, 
actually, is a reformed New Dealer. He has 
pulled away from it, revolted by familiarity with 
“a dangerous group who love the power to spend 
the money of other people.” Unquestionably the 
people of South Carolina and the whole South, 
the spirit of that intensely American region 
which drafted no soldiers because the quota were 
filled by volunteers, exerted an influence on MY. 
Byrnes when at last he went home from Wash- 
ington, and had a chance to think things out. 


On the other hand, the European influ- 
ences which dominate the politics of New 
York and promote the Hitlerian concept of 
life by consent of the Government undoubt- 
edly were responsible for the changes in 
Dewey and Willkie. 


The battle lines are being drawn. In 1952 the 
issue will be American constitutional Govern- 
ment or European Socialism, with the United 
States of America against the City of New York, 
Washington and Southern California.

WASHINGTON — (/) — Tighe 
Woods, Federal Housing Expediter, 
estimated yesterday that the na- 
tion-wide rent average has gone 
up “a few percent over this 
Spring.” 

Woods said he had no figures 
so. far to indicate exorbitant rent 
rises in cities where controls no 
longer apply, but that he intends 
to find out the truth about widely 
varying unofficial reports. 

He contended that the situation 
resulting in the 1949 rent control 
extension hasn't changed much 
since Spring, especially in the 
larger cities. 

Woods, just back from a nation- 
wide tour of regional rent control 
districts, was interviewed by the 
Gannett News Service for broad- 
cast. He was asked: 

“Are we getting caught up in 
new home construction, to the ex- 
tent that most people now are able 
to buy or rent hames?”

For Germany, 


Johnson Says 


FRANKFURT, Germany—(#)— 
United States Defense Secretary 
Louis A. Johnson declared em- 
phatically here yesterday: “The 
United States has no intention of 
rearming Germany.” 

Johnson arrived here yesterday 
by plane for talks with United 
States military leaders in Ger- 
many before’ attending next 
week's meeting of North Atlantic 
Pact Defense Ministers in Paris. 
That meeting starts Thursday. 

He will go to London today. 


Johnson was accompanied here 
from Philadelphia by General 
Omar N. Bradley, Chairman of the 
United States Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
Bradley flew almost immediately 
to Paris for a meeting of the North 
Atlantic Military Committee, of 
which he is Chairman. 

Johnson told a news conference 
he would discuss with American 
military leaders here “anything 
that concerns the defense of the 
United States and the peace of the 
world.” 

When asked about reports of 
plans to re-create a German army 
part of the European defense 
program, Johnson said: 

“President Truman has said 
that the United States has no in- 
tention to rearm Germany. That 
is the official United States posi- 
tion, with no hedging and no 
dodging.” 

When asked whether he ex- 
pected Great Britain to accept full 
partnership in joint defense of 
Continental Western Europe, John- 
son said, “I don’t expect there will 
be any difficulty with any nation 
adopting the program of our Mili- 
tary Committee.”

Cripps Claims 


BRISTOL, Eng.—(#)—Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer Sir Stafford 
Cripps told his East Bristol con- 
stituents last night that much of 
the British press unduly magnifies 
Britain’s economic difficulties. 

“It is a curious thing,” he added, 
“that the press in America— 
where they are not all 100 percent 
Socialists—took the view that the 
economies we had announced con- 
stituted a bold and adequate pro- 
gram, while many of my continen- 
tal friends congratulated me on 
the magnitude of what our gov- 
ernment has done.” 

The dark picture presented by 
the British press, he said, has 
caused an unwarranted decline in 
the prices of British government 
stocks, and has given the world an 
exaggerated impression. 

Cripps said the bright aspect of 
Britain’s financial position is a 
steady rise in industrial produc- 
tion over 1948, which has amount- 
ed to about 6 percent a month 


since the beginning of the year.

The broiler industry keeps growing in Georgia and the 
prices seem good to us, although we'll have to admit we've 


never been in the commercial broiler business.

What I want to talk about today, 
however, a by-product of the 
broiler business. the by-product 
known as manure. The subject 
May not be too attractive as-a sub- 
lect for writing, but it 1s highly at- 
tractive as a land-builder and 
pocketbook builder. A-load of this 
broiler by-product spread out even- 
ly on the ground will make itself 
felt for a number of years, possi- 
bly 10 or more. Fifty loads of it 
spread out over an acre of anemic 
topsoil will make that old acre roll 
over and-turn flips in ecstasy. 
Forgetting the ecstasy for a mo- 
ment and getting down to more 
mundane affairs, we could do well 
to speculate on the possible rela 
tionship between chicken manure 
and the new science of vear-round 
grazing. The basic problem bound 
to emerge as prices become lowe! 
is the problem of keeping the 
grasses and clovers growing along 
vigorously with the minimum ex- 
penditure of money for fertilizers. 
There is no way to get along 
without the fertilizers here in 
Georgia and still make good yields 
of nutritious pasture plants. The 
costliest fertilizer ingredieni is 
what we farmers call nitrogen. Al! 
manures are rich in nitrogen and 
none is more so than chicken ma- 
nure. Furthermore this by-product 
which comes from the broiler 
houses is especially rich for broil- 
ers are espectally well fed. It pays 
the broiler producer to hurry his 
chickens along to maturity and the 
only wavy to do this is by providing 
them the best feed possible.
